Description of Political Apollo. 

A man of 52, tall, sturdy, not too stout,

of the republican party in the state, although 
that commonwealth has been noted for the 
abundance of good leaders it possessed. In 
a state where one could find men of national 
reputation, lik® Allison, Wilson, Henderson, 
Shaw, Roberts, Hull, Lacey, Perkins, Dol- 
lIrver, Hepburn, and ot , Personal charm 
of manners would not win leadership,.but 
there were needed sturdier qualities—unim- 
reached and unimpeachable integrity, ready 
wit, an aptitude for the study and dissec- 
tion of public affairs, and, above all, the 
ability and the disposition to lead and con- 
trol many men by the sande of sheer in- 
tellectual capacity. 

Quite such a man is Alfred B. Cummins, 
ecvernor of lowa. 


‘ Original “Gold” Man. 

When the great fight over the financial 
platform Was made at St. Louis Cummins 
and four others were the only ones who stood 
out for a radical * gold’ plank. It is a mat- 
ter of history that Hepburn and others of 
the old leaders wanted Cummins expelled 
from the delegation then and there because 
he would not agree to the ingenious “ strad- 
dle” the lowa delegation actually adopted 
and required Senator Gear to submit to the 
committee on resolutions. 

Later Cummins was a candidate for sen- 
ator and was beaten, as his friends say, sole- 
ly because he was so green at the political 
game. This defeat forced him to become 
a candidate for governor, and he captured 
the state convention a year ago, after about 
as fierce a fight as the republicans of lowa 
had ever known. It Was a fight which went 
down into the townships and school dis- 
tricts, and there the personal qualifications 
of the leader of the “ new idea ” in lowa be- 
gan to be felt.

Development of “Iowa Idea.” 

The development of the “ Iowa idea” as 
expounded by the declaration in the Cedar 
Rapids platform against allowing the tariff 
to “ghelter’’ trusts and monopolies, is 
pecullar.

Then the “ shelter " plank which had been 
undisputed gospel for @ year, became the 
basis of a fierce fight involving. merely e 
question of party policy.

The governor was again 
successful and the Iowa republicans reaf- 
firmea:thetr “ shelter plank by large ma- 
jority, until now, it has become known 
throughout the country as the “ Iowa idea,”’

Her relatives raised ob- 
lections, and a further obstacle was the fact 
that it was pointed out that a paroled pris- 
oner could not legally contract a marriage. 
The couple determined to disregard the ob- 
jections of relatives and an effort was made 


to overcome the other obstacle to their mar- | 


riage by securing from the state board of 
pardons a full pardon and restoration to 


citizenship. This effort failed, and this, it is | 


thought, had much to do with Younger’s 
determination to end his life, 
Brain Affected by an Injury. 

On July 10, 1901, Jim and Cole Younger 
were released from thestate prison at Still- 
water on parole. Bob died many ago. 
After Jim’s release from the penitentiary he 
was employed by a firm of tombstone cutters 
of this city, and with Cole, who was in the 
employ of the same firm, went through the 
state soliciting orders. On one of these 
trips Jim was thrown from his wagon and 
hurt his head badly, aggravating an old 
wound he had received in the civil war, He 
left the firm in a few months and was clerk 
of a cigar stand in one of the largest grocery 
stores of the city. 


Quarreled with His Brother. 

It is said that relations between Jim and 

Cole Younger were much strained—in fact, 

that the brothers had not been on speaking 

terms for the last six months. Cole Younger 

is confined to his bed with sickness. The 
quarrel was over money matters, 


Story of Younger’s Career. 


James Younger was the youngest of the 


three brothers. who between the years of 
1866 and 1873 gained great notoriety through 
their association with Jesse and Frank 
James. The band was charged with many 
robberies of banks and railroad trains, in 
the execution of which many desperate en- 
counters took place, and a number of men 
were killed. The members of the band had 
served through the civil war, fighting on 
the side of the confederacy with Quantrell 
and his guerrillas. 

The scene of most of their depredations was 
Missouri, but in September, 1876, the band 
entered Minnesota, traversing the state as 
far as Northfield, in Rice county. There, on 
Sept. 7, after terrorizing the people on the 
street, an attempt was made to loot the First 
National bank. Cashier J. L. Heywood made 
a fight and was shot and killed, not, however, 
until he had wounded several of the raiders. 

Posse Pursues the Bandits. _ 

The citizens of Northfield started in pur- 
suit of the desperadoes, who had mounted 
their horses and were attempting to escape. 
A battle ensued, in which three of the mem- 
bers of the gang were killed and the three 
Younger brothers were captured. Jesse 
James and the remainder of the outlaws suc- 
ceeded in making their escape. 

All of the three Younger brothers had 
been wounded. The prisoners were brought 
speedily to trial and on Nov. 21, 1876, pleaded 
guilty to the charge of murder in the first 
degree and were given life sentences. 


Efforts to Secure Pardon. 


In 1889 an effort was made to secure a 
pardon for the brothers, but it fatled. Short- 
fy after this Robert Younger died in prison. 

The legislature in 1901 passed a law em- 
powering the state board of pardons to grant 
paroles to life prisoners who had served 
twenty-five years or more. The house re- 
called the bill before the governor signed it. 
The state pardoning board decided that the 


' bill had become a law without the signature 


of the governor, and on July 10, 1901, upon 
recommendation of the board of pardon com- 
missioners,.a parole was granted to Cole- 
man and James Younger, and on July 14 they 
were relea sed

EXPLOSION WRECKS AN ELECTRIC 


PLANT.

The cause of the trouble was an explosion 
im the plant of the Highland Park Electric 
Light company at4p.m. The north endand 
east side of the building were blown out. It 
will be two days before sufficient repairs can 
be made and the plant started, and until then 
residents of Lake Forest, Highland Park, 
Fort Sheridan, and Highwood must be ¢on- 
tent with lamps. 


Explosion Wrecks Power House, 


The electric light plant had just been 
started for the night when the explosion 
occurred, The exact cause is not known, as 
no one was in the building at the time. The 
engineer, Edward Baldwin, had started home 
for supper, and was a block away when he 
heard the report. — 

Looking back he saw the end and side of 
‘the building blown out and steam pouring 
from the ruins. He sent in a fire alarm, and 
the blaze which had started was soon ex- 
tinguished. 

Investigation showed that one of the three 
bollers which supply steam to operate the 
dynamos had exploded. 

Manager S. H. Reesman soon arrived, and, 
after inspecting the wreckage, said he 
thought the steam pipe leading from the 
boilers to the engine had given way first. 
Why it should explode he could not explain, 
as Engineer Baldwin said there was & steam 
pressure of only seventy pounds when he left 
the boiler room five minutes before.

WHY SHE DOES NOT VOTE. 


Suffrage Leader Ie Sareastic in 
to Notification That Her Name Is Not 


B. Anthony, the woman suffrage leader, 
turned a joke on the democratic county com- 
mittee* here yesterday in explaining her rea- 
son for not registering and voting. 

A democratic canvasser called at Miss 
Anthony’s house last week and upon asking 
who lived there was told: * 8. B. Anthony.” 
Im response to the next query the canyasser 
was told that 8. B. Anthony was a democrat. 

The facts were so recorded in the canvass 
book, and when the clerks at headquarters 
began to check up the lists preparatory to 
sending out notices calling on democrats to 
be sure to register on Saturday they found 
that S. B. Anthony, a democrat, had not 
registered. Accordingly a postal card was 
sent to the name and address given. Theap- 
peal on the card was urgent, saying, among 
other things: ‘‘ You are not registered. Un- 
less you register you cannot vote. To regis- 
ter you must apply in person to the board of 
registry,” etc., and ending with the injunc- 
tion: ‘* Do not neglect this.”’ 

When Miss Anthony received the postal sh 
wrote this message on the face of the post 
and returned it: ‘‘ In response to a notice of 
this kind in 1872 I did register and later on I 
voted. For this I was arrested, fined $100, and 
sent to jail. You will excuse me if I decline 
to repeat this experience.’’

WOMAN JUMPS 10 DEATH 


‘LEAPS FROM THIRD STORY OF AU- 
GUSTANA HOSPITAL, 


. Demented from Lilness, She Frees Her- 
self from Bonds Daring Absence of 
Attendant and Climbs Out on Win- 
dow Ledge—White Robed Figure 
Attracts Crowd, Which Hears Re- 
ligious Warning—Plunges to Side- 
walk—Death Almost Instantaneous, 


Standing upright on a narrow window 
ledge of the third story of the Augustana 
hospital at 7 o’clock last night, while a crowd 
of persons below watched her, Mrs. Tides 
Sasseti, a patient at the Institution, shouted 
out a warning to her hearers that the world 
was coming. to an end, and then leaped to 
the pavement below. When she was picked 
up her back was found to be broken, and 
she expired within a few minutes. 

Doctors at the hospital say the woman ‘was 
insane,.and that she had been strapped to 
her cot for weeks because of her violence.’ 
During the absence of the attendants in the 
ward where she was confined she managed 
to work herself free from the straps and 
reached a window before she was discovered. 


Patient Closely Watched. . 
Mrs. Sasseti was taken to the hospital on. 
Sept. 24. She lived at 1235 Ashland avenue: 
and because ‘of illness had been subjects 
to spells of insanity for several years. . it 
was thought that an operation would cure 
her, and it was performed shortly after she 
entered the institution. Instead of’ becom: 
‘better she became more violent and had 

to be watched constantly. | 
Last night the nurse in charge left the 
ward to get some medicine. Mrs. Sasseti 
had been unusually quiet all day and some of 
her bonds had been removed.. While the 
nurse was absent the demented woman 
worked herself free from her fastenirgs,

| ‘The window Was closed and fastened with 
/a@ patent catch, but after working at it a 
moment the woman succeeded in opening it. 
There was only one other patient in the ward 
| at the time; an elderly woman, who was in 
bed helpless, and who could not stay the 
crazed woman's action.

President Lighthall Speaks. 

President Lighthall addressed the federa- 
tion, telling of the efforts its officers had 
made to settle the difficulty. 

“The trouble could have . been settled 
without any strike if the men had used pa- 
tience and good judgment,” said he. “ When 
that agreement was made the federation 
was represented through its executive board, 
and we signed it with the rest, It is uptous - 
to see that its provisions are observed. If 
we fail, where will our prestige be when we 
go out in the future to settle difficulties be- 
tween workingmen and their employers. 
They will refuse to have anything'to do with 
us, saying that we have no power to force 
the unions to carry out their obligations, and 
that, to deal with us would be a waste of 


time.

‘OUTLOOK IN WALLSTREET

New .York, Oct. 19.—[Special.)]—It appears 
from the deliberations of the international 
coffee commission, holding sessions here, 
that the United States is the greatest coffee 
i@rinking country in the world, consuming 
nearly as much as all other countries com- 
bined. 

Since 1890 there has been an overproduction 
of the berry, resulting in poor returns to 
North and South American producers. The 
price of Rio No. 7 twelve years ago was 19% 
cents a pound. The price now is between 
6& and 6 cents. Like the American farmer, 
the coffee growers went after the high price

have practically ruined the market for their 
product. To correct this situation as far as

“I don’t particularly value the name of 
‘Iowa idea,’” he said. It's good republic- 
an doctrine, and a plank which was person- 
a'ly approved by President McKinley ts good 
cnough for anybody. The republican plat- 
form. of 1896 distinctly declares that the 
party is not bound to any particular sched- 
ules or rates. Calling this ‘an ‘ lowa idea’ 
is really an attempt to belittle it, as if it 
were peculiar to or had been originated in 
this state. “The Iowa people are not that sort 
ef men. They are not opposed to corpora- 
tions or trusts simply because the capital is 
large. Our people know that the great op- 
erations of modern commerce cannot be car- 
ried'on without the use of enormus,capital.’” 

The governor had scarcely been able to 
speak above a whisper in the meeting at 
Cherokee, but his voice improved as he 
warmed up to his subject and watched the 
fat porter make up the section opposite us, 
giving an extra toss to the pillows, because 
they were te bear the head of a weary gov- 


ernor. 
Is a Good Protectionist. 

**I’'m about as much of a protectionist as 
any one and a good deal more than most 
people,’”’ he resumed. ‘I will go a long way 
to protect an American mechanic in his good 
wages. The people of Iowa believe, and I 
believe with them, that monopoly and a 
protective tariff should not exist together. 
When competition is stified the principle of 
protection is at stake. Blaine and other 
great aposties of prctection believed com- 
petition would always regulate prices and 
thus prevent extortion. The difficulty now 
is that new industrial conditions have in 
many cases destroyed competition.” ag 

-One Item to Change. 

* Have you reached the point where you 
care to particularize? Would you recom-' 
mend the reduction of any specified sched- 

‘There is always danger in that. When 
you give a bill of particulars the items are 
attacked and the general principle obscured 
or ignored. The people out here are greatly 
interested in barbed wire, for instance. 
There is today nota particle of competi- 
tioh in that. . The trust manufactures every 
pound of barbed. wire and fixes not only the 
amount the dealer must pay for it hut the 
retail price he sells it for as well. Firms 
have been refused barbed wire by the trust 
merely because they dealt in other articles 
bought from independent steel- companies 
and they were forced to surrender. In such 
a case the continuance of a high tariff does 
shelter a monopoly.’’ 


Explains Free Trade Evils. 


‘* Are not your theories amply met by free 
trade, however?” 

‘* You will forgive me for quoting from one 
of my own speeches. I don’t know whether 


It might do it, of course, because it has killed 
off pretty much every industry it has ever 
been applied-to. I’m a protectionist and so 
are all Iowa republicans. We do not be- 
lieve that protection and monopoly can exist 
together. We would adjust the ratesin such 
a way as to give the fullest possible protec- 
tion to the American laborer, but never to 
foster a monopoly. 

‘In many cases it may be the trusts are so 
strong they can control the market even with 
the reduced tariff, but at least we shall have 
invited the competition of the whole wor'ld. 

‘We have not claimed at all that the pro- 
tective tariff created trusts nor was chiefly 
responsible for them. Quite the contrary. 
At the same time we demand that wherever 
monopoly exists the tariff shall be reduced 
to a point where it will not assist or * shelter ’ 
the monopoly.”’ | 

Wants a Permanent Tribunal. 

“ How would you determine this in such a 
complex thing as a tariff law?’ 

‘I believe it can best be done by a perma- 
nent tribunal or commission. In no event 
should there be any attempt at a general or 


schedules. Instead of that the work should 
proceed cautiously, all interests should be 
considered, and then the tariff should be 
adjusted on particular schedules to meet 
modern trade conditions. 

**Above all, | would.endcavor to accom- 
plish most if not all of thebe changes through 
the medium of reciprocity treaties. I would

bookcases in the wall; but not sufficient to 
accommodate the library of the president. 

The chamber on the southwest corner, 
which will be’ occupied by the president and 
Mrs. Roosevelt, is decorated in flat tones 
of green, with wooden panels, and is hung 
in green tapestries. The heavy mahogany 
furniture used in the room by so many of 
the presidents of the past will remain. 

One of the old fashioned mahogany dress- 
ers will find a place in the bedroom of Miss 
Roosevelt.

M Roosevelt's room is decorated .and 
hung in blue. The smail room on the north- 
west corner, adjoining that of Miss Roose- 
velt, is intended for Ethel, the 11 year old 
daughter of the president, and is done in 
shades of pink and blue, with touches of old 
ivory.

brown and green. The 
decorations of the family dining room will 
be red, which is the color ised in it for many 
years. What was once the cabinet room will 
be used by President Roosevelt as his private 
study, and it has been decorated in soft 
shades of brown. In it will be the desk pre- 
sented by Queen Victoria and made from the 
oaken timbers taken from H. M. 8S. Resolute, 
which was the ship used in the search for Sir 
John Franklin's expedition, which was ship- 
wrecked in 1846. The Resolute was aban- 
doned in the ice and was picked up in 1854. 

All of the upper floor of the White house 
is now ready for the president's family when- 
ever the members choose to move in, as is 
th culinary department, but the lower floor 
and basement, with the east room and the 
new east wing, will not be ready for use until 
late in December. 

Marked reductions in the wages of labor in 

England are reported in the official organ of 
‘ the London chamber 


a@ warning,’ it says, 
“to masters and men alike in the official re- 
port on the changes in rates of wages and 
hours of labor during 1901. It foreshadows 
a relapse from the prosperity of the last few 
years, a decline in wages having to be re- 
corded for the ‘first time since 1895. 

** Moreover, during the’ first half of the 
present year the tendency was still towards 
lower wages. The number of work people 
affected by reductions in 1901 was greater 
than any year in the period of 1898-1901, the 
computed amount of the reductions being 
more than the total reductions recorded in 
the previous eight years. 

“It is estimated that the net decrease fn 
the wages bill last year was about $7,670,000, 
compared with a net increase of $30,000, 
in 1900. The fall in wages was confined to 
the mining and quarrying and the metal, en- 
gineering, and shipbuilding groups of in- 
dustries, there being net increases in the 
other groups—building. textile, and clothing. 

**One most satisfactory feature in the re- 
port is, however, the fact that there was a 
large increase in th® percentage of work peo- 
wages were settled by conciliation 


* With regard to changes in hours of labor, 
586 work people had their hours lengthened 
and 28,690 had them shortened, the net result 
being a reduction of 58,728 hours per week. 
The principal changes were in the printing 


trade.

an average of over 12 per cent each year, to 
the close of 1901. In round numbers the 
figures of production for the two countries 
are as follows: — 

States, 60,000,000 barrels; 1888, Russia, 62,- 
000,000 barrels; United States, 55,000,000 bar- 
rels; 1899, Russia, 66,000,000 barrels; United 
States, 57,000,000 barrels; 1900, Russia, 76,- 
000,000 barrels; United States, 64,000,000 bar- 
rels; 1901, Russia, 85,000,000 barrels; United 
States, 69,000,000 barrels. 

The average annual increase during the 
five years for Russia was 12.57 per cent; for 
the United States 2.89 per cent—there having 
been a small decrease in the production of 
the United States in 1897 and a large de- 
crease in 1898. 

The great difference between the petroleum 
of the United States and that of Russia ts 
shown in the statistics of refined petroleum. 

Of the total world’s production of crude 
petroleum in 1901, 165,385,738 barrels, the 
United States produced 69,389,194 barrels, or 
41.97 per cent, and Russia produced 85,168,556 
barrels, or 51.49 per cent; and yet of the total 
production of refined petroleum of all grades 
in 1901, estimated at 1,500,000,000 gallons for 
all countries, the United States produced 911,- 
120.044 gallons, or 60.7 per cent. and Russia 
414,122,990 gallons, or only 27.7 per cent.

299,230, an increase of 278,520 pupils over the 
previous year. 

Of this number the enrollment of pupils in 
institutions supported by general and local 


taxes furnished by states and municipalities | 


was 15,710,394, as against 15,443,462, the num- 
ber reported for the previous year. 
Besides these there were certain special 


institutions like city evening schools, busi- 


ness schools, schools for Indians, reform 
schools, schools connected with asylums, 
schools for cookery, and other special trades 
and vocations, all enrolled nearly half a 
million pupils. Adding the enrollment in 
these_special schools to.that for general 
education, the aggregate is over seventeen 
and three-quarter millions of the population 
that received education for a longer or short- 
er period during the year ending June 30, 


The value of property used for public 
school purposes has risen to $576,963,089 
from $130,380,008 in 1870, and the expendi- 
tures for the common schools (including ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, but exclud- 
ing all institutions for higher education), 
amounted, to $226,043,236, having risén to this 
sum from $63,306,666 in 1870. 

In 1870 the expenditure for schools per 
capita of the population was $1.64; the last 
year it was $2.93 per capita of the population, 
the highest it has ever been. It was an in- 
crease of 10 cents to each man, woman, and 
child over the year previous. The average 
attendance of each pupil for the entire num- 
ber enrolled was ninety-nine days for the 


year, an increase of twenty-four days over 


the previous year,

NO CANTEEN-MORE DRINKING. 

The national convention of the Woman’s 
Christian Teraperance union will, no doubt, 
have something to say about the canteen. 
One may hope that it will not confine itself 
to the altitudes of ethical speculation on the 
propriety of the government’s dealing in 

beer, but will graciously descend to the lower 
levels of experience and expedience. Not 
“what would be nice if there could be” 
but “ what is it possible that there can be” 
& is the question now before us. A year ago 
the army and navy surgeons declared at 
their convention that if the canteen were 
| abolished there would be an increase in 
| drunkenness, in disease, and in court mar- 
tinls. This declaration was not insincere 
nor unwarranted. It was a judicious calcu- 
lation of probabilities. It has now been vin- 
dicated. 
| The summary of reports of commanding 
Officers for the first year of the anti-canteen 
law, published in the Army and Navy Jour- 
» nal, contains nothing stronger in favor of 
% the law than the remark of the inspector 
i? general of the department of Dakota to the 
effect that “ the abolition of the beer feature 
of the post exchanges has not materially iu- 
creased the humber of trials by courts.” 
| Gen. Funston, on the contrary, says that he 
considers the abolition of the canteen_a pri- 
mary cause of “the deplorable increase of 
Offenses in general and of desertion in par- 
ticular.’ There can be no reasonable doubt 
that most of the trials by general court mar- 
tial and summary courts are directly trace- 
able to this cause. Since I liave had com- 
mand here there have taken place the ruin 
and degradation of several noncommissioned 
Officers of long service and fine record,” 
Most other commanding officers, while less. 
- vehement in their expression of opinion, are 
equally telling in their announcement of 
acts. The anti-canteen law has  white- 
washed the government and debauched tle 
army. 
| This is not the epinion merely of army offi- 
cers whom the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ancé union suspects of being drunkards and 
“Hbertines, or of newspaper men whom the 
zZ New Voice discovers to be/in the habit of 
; selling their opinions at so much a line to the 
| rum power, but even of religions, without- 
apot-or-wrinkle, untainted-from-the - world 
periodicals like the Churchman. “ The 
Weight of evidence,” says the Churchman, 
“is strong that the new law has decreased 
the efficiency of the army and has been a 
hindrance to military discipline and to the 
cause of temperance.” This is a heavy 
price to pay for aspecious, spurious sanctity 
of national governmental morals. The gov- 
ernment can’t go to heaven for being good. 
The men can. And to make them bad in 
order to better the govermment seems a queer 
way of promoting human happiness. Surely 
the nation will object to seeing its army 
snerificed to a mystical theory about the 
government's defiling itself by becoming a 
liquor dealer. 


RESULTS OF IMPERIALISY. 
Cari C. Plehn’s article in the fall issue of 
the Journal of Political Economy might be 
described as a kind of canter through the 
commercial history of the Philippine islands. 
For mauy centuries before the European 
trader planted his aggressive foot on those 
islands the Chinese had gone to and fro 
between them and the mainland, exchanging 
manufactured wares for pearls, tortoise 
shells, sea snails, sea slugs, and, especially, 
edible birds’ nest, translucent, gelatin lik», 
and usually worth their weight in silver. 
Then came the Spaniard. In 1573 Manila 
witnessed. the opening of the first Spanish 
custom house.

$ caneers. In return came Mexican dollars 
4 and, as a result, the éstablishment of th- 
present currency of the far east. 
; When the Americans took possession of 
| the Philippines they found a tariff which 
. averaged 20 per cent and which taxed cotton 
; cloth and rice, the poor man’s staples, much 
more heavily than silk and prepared foods, 
the luxufies of the rich. By the bill of 
1001 it was decided that, in general, duties 
should neither fall below 10 per cent nor 
rise above 15. Also. relatively low dutics 
were imposed on those things used by the 
poor and relatively high ones on those used 
by the rich. For instance, the old duty on 
rice cost the native about $1.80 a year. 
. The new one will cost him only $1.

NASMUICH as sovereigns enjoy, like their 
ambassadors, exemption from the juris- 
diction of all foreign tribunals, there are 

no. courts in which ex-Crown Princess

agreements, and contracts, and after de- 
clining almost immediately after his daugh- 
ter Stephanie's first marriage to pay her 
the allowance of $20,000 a year which he 
had bound himself by treaty‘and contract 
to do, should now object to surrender to his 
daughters their legal share of their dead 
mother’s property, to which they are en-~ 
titled both by Belgian statute and by the 
terms of her will, is only natural, — 

Nothing else could be expected from a 
sovereign who has. so little sense of what 
is due.to the prestige of royalty and to the 
delicacy of a father as to allow the clothes 
and the lingerie of-his eldest daughter, Prin- 
cess Louise, to-be sold at public auction at 
Nice, amidst the gibes and coarse jokes of 
the ragtag and bobtalil present, rather than 
to. pay. the few thousand dollars of debte 
which she had left on her hurried departure 
fromthe south of France, escorted by Capt.

I may-add that inasmuch as several Belgian 
and foreign newspapers have taken up King 
Leopold’s defense, and in articles that have 
obvious aad admittedly official, that is to 
say, roya) inspiration, threats are made that 
King Lecpold is about to make revelations 
of the most damaging character concerning 
his daughter Stephanie's conduct, both prior 
and subseqhent to her union with Count 
Lonyay, we seem to be on the eve of a mud 
slinging encounter between members of the 
reigning house of Belgium such as is with- 
out parallel save in the case of King Milan. 
and Queen Natalie. 

There has just died at Paris at the age of 
58 Baron George Heckeren, who for the last 
forty years has been one of the most*con- | 
spicuous, and, I may add, popular figures in 
the great world of the French metropolis. 
His popularity; however, did not extend to 
the Russian visitors and residents of the 
Gallic capital. For he bore a name at the 
mention of which every patriotic Russian 
considers it to be his bounden duty to spit 
on the ground In token of horror and 
aversion. 

For it was his father, old Baron d’Anthes- 
Heckeren, who died at Paris about ten years 
ago at the age of nearly 90, who in 1837 
killed the famous Russian poet Pushkin, who 
hes often been described as the Russian 
Lord Byron, in one of the most sensational 
duels of the nineteenth century. 

Old ‘Baron @ Anthes-Heckeren—that is to 
say, the father of the nobleman whose death 
has just taken place, was a half brother of 
Napoleon III. The father was, according to 
some, Prince Francis Louis Hatzfelt, accord- 
ing to others a Baron Heckeren who had 
been a Chamberlain of Queen Hortense, but 
who affer the downfall of Napoleon pos- 
sessed sufficient Influence with the Orange 
dynasty to secure the post of Dutch enyoy:to 
the court of the czar. Atany rate, it was the 
baron who took charge of the boy, carried 
him off to the Russian capital, and brought 
him up as his adopted chijd.under the name 
of George @’Anthes. Z 

Soon after the young fellow attained his 
charoff, sister. of Mme. Pushkin, sought her 
hand in marriage, and eventually married 
her, the formalities required by law in order 
to enable the match to take place leading to 
his full-fledged adoption by the old envoy in 


sume@ the name and title of Baron George 
d’'Anthes-Heckeren. 


A mystery has always prevailed as to the 
origin of the quarrel between Pushkin and 
his brother-in-law. But, according to the 
most trustworthy reports, it.seems to have 
arisen from anonymous letters which 
charged George Heckeren with being in ldve 
with Mme. Pushkin. Pushkin, who was of 
a jealous turn of mind, flew into a rage, and, 
acting on the spur of the moment, sat down 


letter to the Dutch envoy about his gon. 
Naturally there could be but one answer 
thereto. Heckeren sent a challenge to the 
poet, and, being the. offended party and as 
such entitled to fire.the first shot, took such 
good aim on the field of honor that the poet 
fell groaning and mortally wounded to the 
ground. 
Heekeren and dhe seconds rushed to his 
rescue, but were amazed to hear the wounded 
man cry out to them that he was able to fire 
in his turn, a feat of courage which he per- 
formed with the utmost calm, raising him- 
self on his elbow and taking as cool an aim 
as if he were absolutely unhurt. His bullet 
struck Heckeren in the arm, and as soon 


as he saw that his adversary was wounded | 


Pushkin fell back unconscious. His in- 
juries were fatal, and the feeling aroused | 
by his death was so strong throughout Rus- 
sia that George Heckeren had no alternative 
but to leave the country and to establish 


advent to the throne of Napoleon III. he was. 
created by the latter a senator of the empire. 

Some months after this fatal duel Mme. 
Pushkin gave birth to a little girl. On grow- 
ing up she became the wife of Gen. Roubelt, 
the chief of the Russian. police, but deserted © 
him for the sake of Prince Nicholas of Nas-— 
sau, whom she eventually married morgan- - 
atically. She now bears the title of 
countess of Merenberg, and it is for having 
wedded her daughter, now Countess Torby, 
that Grand Duke Michael Michaelowitch was 
banished from Russia and deprived of all 
his honors by the late czar. 


The late Baron Heckeren—that is to say, 


the son of the slayer of the poet—greatly | 


distinguished timself, first of all as member 

of the French foreign legion in the Mexican 
campaign, where he was a comrade of Gen. 
the Marquis de Gallifet, and afterwards in 
the war of 1840, where he is on record as 
having cut down at the battle of Gravelotte 


a German cuirassier in such fashion that cne-_ 
-half of the man fell on one side of his horse | 


and one-half on the other. About twenty 
years ago he crippled Prince Dolgourouki for 
life in a duel at Paris with pistols, firing at 
five paces, 

For a time he was connected with the 
French foreign office, and after leaving it he 
becané involved in some questionable stock 
exchange transactions in connection with 
Caroline Letessier, one of the many ex-sul- 
tanas of the late King Victor Pmmanuel, and 
a friend and associate of Cora Pearl. These 
transactions resulted in a lawsuit, the out- 
come of which was a judgment against the 
baron. He leaves a widow, a Baroness Marie 
von Scheuenburg, by whom he had three. 
children.
